NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  -  “No 
honest  person  should  object  to  a  re¬ 
cord  being  kept  of  what  he  says,” 
Paul  Pressler  said  in  response  to  the 
filing  of  a  formal  Federal  (Communi¬ 
cations  Commission  complaint 
against  him. 

J.  Stafford  Durham,  28,  a  third- 
year  theology  student  at  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in 
Louisville,  Ky.,  filed  a  formal  com¬ 
plaint  with  the  FCCSept.  14,  alleging 
Pressler,  a  Houston  appeals  court 
judge,  had  illegally  tape  recorded  a 
telephone  conversation  Sept.  1. 

Pressler,  in  Nashville  to  attend  his 
first  meeting  as  a  member  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  (Convention  Execu¬ 
tive  (Committee,  gave  a  statement  to 
Baptist  Press  concerning  the  inci¬ 
dent,  which  he  saw  as  part  of  the 
“holy  war”  declared  by  Southern 
Seminary  president  Roy  Lee  Hon¬ 
eycutt  Aug.  28,  during  a  convocation 
address  at  SBTS. 

“Roy  Honeycutt  in  conducting  his 
‘holy  war’  against  other  Southern 
Baptists  has  attempted  to  turn  non¬ 
issues  into  issues  in  order  to  divert 
attention  from  the  legitimate  con¬ 
cerns  which  many  have  for  the 
spiritual  quality  of  the  education  of 
our  institutions,”  Pressler  said. 

“Dr.  Honeycutt  made  charges 
which  have  since  been  clearly  re¬ 
futed.  Since  Honeycutt’s  representa¬ 
tions  can  no  longer  be  asserted  suc¬ 
cessfully  ,  a  student  who  was  involved 
now  complains  because  his  com¬ 
ments  can  be  accurately  quoted,”  he 
added. 

Pressler,  who  has  been  involved  in 
an  effort  to  turn  the  SBC  to  nvo!re.con- 
servative  directions,  declined  to 


self  and  filing  the  formal  FCC  com¬ 
plaint. 

Pressler’s  version  of  the  incident 
differs  markedly  from  that  of 
Durham.  Both,  however,  do  agree 
there  had  been  prior  contact,  on  at 
least  three  occasions. 

Pressler’s  account  of  those  encoun¬ 
ters  agrees  with  that  of  Durham. 
Both  say  they  met  in  October  of  1979 
in  a  Sunday  school  class  at  First  Bap¬ 
tist  CIhurch  of  Houston.  They  agree 
furthur  contact  occurred  in 
November  of  1979,  when  Pressler  in¬ 
vited  Durham  to  attend  the  Heart  of 
America  Bible  Ck)nference  in  Louis¬ 
ville. 

Durham  says  Pressler  invited  him 
to  a  meeting  with  key  leaders  of  the 
inerrancy  movement  in  which  poli¬ 
tics  were  discussed ,  as  well  as  obtain¬ 
ing  information  on  “some  profes¬ 
sor.” 

Pressler  said  the  meeting  “wasn’t 
secretive  at  all.  After  the  meeting  we 
just  had  hamburgers  in  James’ 
(Robison)  room.  I  took  him 
( Durham )  right  in  there  with  me.  We 
have  always  been  just  as  open  as  we 
could  about  everything.” 

The  two  agree  there  was  a  tele¬ 
phone  conversation  in  February  of 
1964.  Durham  says  it  was  to  “fish  for 
information”  about  who  the  moder¬ 
ate  faction  was  going  to  run  for  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  convention,  and  “any¬ 
thing  else  that  might  come  up.” 

Durham  also  maintains  Pressler 
knew  he  (Durham)  occasionally 
drove  Hcmeycutt’s  car. 

Pressler,  however,  maintains  the 
February  telephone  call  was  part  of  a 
general  operating  procedure  he  fol¬ 
lows.

DALLAS  (BP)— The  sale  of  the 
Baptist  Building  in  downtown  Dallas 
has  been  approved  by  the  Texas  Bap¬ 
tist  Executive  Board  and  trustees  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Annuity  Board. 

Sale  of  the  building,  shar^  by  the 
Texas  Baptist  Executive  Board  staff 
and  the  Annuity  Board  staff,  is  con¬ 
tingent  on  successful  negotiation  of  a 
$12  million  contract  with  a  Dallas- 
based  developer,  (^,  Inc. 

The  Texas  Baptist  executive  board 
approval  Sept.  11  followed  action 
taken  in  July  by  Annuity  Board  trus¬ 
tees  in  approving  a  recommendation 
to  proce^  with  the  negotiations  to 
sell  the  Baptist  building  and  sur¬ 
rounding  properties. 

The  proposed  agreement  would 
allow  the  BfKTT  and  Annuity  Board 
staffs  to  remain  in  the  building  up  to 
five  years  on  a  lease  basis. 

“Although  several  companies  have 


The  15-story  building  has  been  oc¬ 
cupied  by  the  Annuity  Board  for  25 
years.  Three  years  ago  the  BfXTT 
sold  its  downtown  (rffice  building  and 
signed  a  lease-purchase  agreement 
entitling  the  convention  to  59  percent 
of  the  land  and  43  percent  of  the  511 
North  Akard  building.

TI  Seminatore”  is 
now  a  quarterly  publication  of  the 
Union’s  Commission  on  Evangelism, 
but  has  not  been  in  continuous  circu¬ 
lation  as  has  “H  Testimonio,”  which 
is  thought  to  be  one  of  the  oldest  Bap¬ 
tist  journals  on  the  continent  to  have 
appeared  with  some  regularity  since 
its  origin.

(BP)  -  The 
approximately  4,000  rooms  reserved 
for  the  1985  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  (Convention  in  Dallas,  June 
11-13,  will  be  distributed  in  October. 

The  housing  forms  were  mailed  to 
the  executive  officers  of  the  state 
conventions  and  fellowships  af¬ 
filiated  with  the  Southern  ^ptist 
Convention.  A  form  was  also  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  September  1964,  issue  of 
The  Baptist  Program  which  is 
mailed  to  Southern  Baptist  pastors. 
Hotel  names,  prices  a^  their  loca¬ 
tion  to  the  convention  center  are  in¬ 
cluded  on  the  form.

Room  availability  and  location  in 
Dallas  is  much  better  than  in  Kansas 
(^ty,  Hedquist  said,  so  the  pressure 
on  the  convention  housing  block 
shouldn’t  be  as  severe. 

Dallas  also  has  23,000  rooms  com¬ 
pared  to  Kansas  City’s  13,000. 

Hedquist  also  said  the  shuttle  bus 
system  promises  to  be  excdlent  (it  is 
set  up  to  handle  more  than  20,000  rid¬ 
ers)  and  parking  will  be  “readily 
available’’  with  several  thousand 
spaces  reserved  for  the  convention 
center  events  within  four  blocks. 

There  will  be  three  changes  in  the 
way  the  housing  applications  are 
handled  this  year,  all  designed  to 
“make  it  harder  to  beat  the  system’’ 
and  grab  large  nombm  of  rooms, 
Hedquist  said. 

First,  a  room  coofinnation  will  be 
mailed  only  to  an  occupant  of  that 
room,  “so  one  person  can’t  send  in  50 
requc^  and  get  90  rooms.”  Second, 
hotels  will  not  make  name  changes  in 
who  is  staying  in  a  room  without 
going  back  th^gh  the  Dallas  con¬ 
vention  bureau. 

The  third  change,  seemingly 
minor,  actually  diminates  one  of  the 
nnost  subtle  ways  to  beat  the  system, 
Hedquist  explained. 

In  Kansas  City,  applications  were 
stacked  by  first  choice  after  being 
separated  by  postmark.  That  meant 
if  you  listed  something  other  than  the 
three  closest  hotels  as  youa  first 
choice  you  were  practically  uncoo- 
tested  —  and  people  who  didn’t  get 
their  first  choice  might  not  get  a 
room  at  all.  In  Dallas,  the  applica¬ 
tions  will  be  opened  in  order  and  if  the 
person’s  first  choice  is  filled  he  or  she 
will  be  assigned  second  choice,  etc.
